STATEMENT REGARDING UNINTENTIONAL ABANDONMENT OF APPLICATION 
This petition is filed under 37 CFR 1.137(b) on the basis that the above-captioned 
application became abandoned by virtue of failing to make a timely payment of the issue fee 
which was due April 8, 2008. That Applicants' failure to make the timely payment was 
unintentional, which unintentional failure is supported by the statements below: 

1. that the business area, which controls the subject matter of the above- 
captioned application, was sold recently and all matters of prosecution, etc. were assigned to 
the new owner; 

2. that Applicants' attorney in working with Wacker Polymers of Wacker Chemie 
AG, the new owner, noted the issue fee payment due date of April 8. 2008 and had 
completed the form for mailing to the USPTO; 

3. that Applicants' attorney advised that a check in the amount of $1740 should 
be drawn payable to the Director of the United States Patent and Trademark Office in view of 
the fact that a deposit account had not been established; 

4. that instructions were given that the check, when drawn, should be mailed 
along with the Fee Transmittal form PTOL-85 completed by Applicants' attorney per 
instructions on the attached form as Wacker Polymers was to handle processing; 

5. that a check request was made well prior to the April 8, 2008 due date, i.e. the 
request being made with final approval of March 28, 2008 (refer to Exhibit 1) 

6. that an e-mail subsequently was sent to Dr. Bott dated April 2, 2008 indicating 
there was a vendor problem in the check request (The address for the vendor was different 
from the address in their approved list. The address in the approved list was that for the 
USPTO deposit account of the prior owner) (refer Exhibit 2); 

7. that in a follow-up discussion between Applicants' attorney and Dr. Bott, who 
was responsible for patent matters within Wacker Polymers, it was learned that the check for

the issue and publication fee had been delayed because of the vendor discrepancy and that 
the check instead of being mailed earlier may have been mailed either April 7 or April 8, 
2008; 

8. that in mid April, and later in April, Applicants' attorney called the USPTO
